I appreciate having had the ^opportunity to discuss with you my al- 
ledged participation in ther^ssassination of former President John 
F. Kennedy. : 


There is one more phase to this bizarre and fantastic situation 
which will need the F.B.I.'s investigation and that is Mr. W. R. 
Morris of Lorretto, Tennessee. 

I am enclosing a photocopy which is self-explanatory. Mr, John 
Mouider, Fort Worth, Texas, Special Projects Editor of the "Tattler" 
should be held responsible for his statements concerning "the former 
CIA agent". Accountability is necessary from Mr. Morris. 

It is apparent to me that you rely considerably on results of poly- 
graph tests in order to learn whether or not an individual is mis- 
representing facts or truth. Regarding this matter I will submit 
a plan to you for me to undergo polygraph examination provided 
others are to take polygraph examinations. You shall be hearing 
from me shortly regarding this matter. '
